REMARKS 



Applicant would call the Examiner's attention to the Commissioner's Notice 
published in the Official Gazette on March 26, 1 996, at 11 84 OG 86.

"tAJppljcant may be called upon under 35 U*S.C. § 121 to elect claims to 
either the product or the process. The claims to the non-elected invention 
will be withdrawn from further consideration. However, in the case of an 
elected product claim, rejoinder will be permitted when a product claim is 
found allowable and the withdrawn process claim depends from and 
otherwise includes all the limitations of an allowed product claim.^ 

See also MPEP §821 .04 C*Rejoindef Applicant presumes that the Examiner is 
proceeding in accordance with this notice, and that the process clahns will be rejoined 
and examined in the event that the product claims are found to be allovvable. If not, then 
Applicant would appreciate an explanation from the Examiner of why this notice is not 
applicable. 

Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the subject matter of the non-elected 
claims in a divisional application, if such subject matter is not ultimately granted here.
